MINUTES OF JANUARY 10, 1973 MEETING

The Sullivan County Delegation of Representatives to the General 
Court convened for organization at 1:30 p.m. immediately following ad- 
journment of the House in Room 106 of the State House January 10, 
1973. 


Present were Representatives Sara Townsend, George Barrus, 
Mary Roy, Omer Rousseau, Roma Spaulding, Robert Buckley, Robert 
Brodeur, Adolph Burrows, Carmine D’Amante, Alexander Lewko, James 
Saggiotes, Jesse Scott, Martha Frizzell, Dana Olden, George Wiggins, 
and Stanley Williamson. Absent: John Tucker. 


Chairman Frizzell called the meeting to order, and announced 
that the first order of business was the election of a Chairman. Mr. 
Williamson was nominated and elected by one ballot cast in the name 
of the whole delegation. Mr. Wiggins and Mrs. Roy were nominated 
for Vice Chairman. The ballot resulted in a tie vote 8 to 8. Mr. Wig- 
gins withdrew his name as a candidate, and Mrs. Roy was elected by 
acclamation unanimously. 


Mr. Barrus was nominated for clerk but declined. Mr. Scott, Mr. 
Olden, Mr. Wiggins, Mr. Buckley and others were nominated but de- 
clined. Mr. Barrus was renominated, reconsidered, and was elected 
by one ballot. 


Executive Committee members duly nominated and unanimously 
elected were: Mr. Wiggins, Chairman; Mr. Burrows, Vice Chairman; 
Mr. Buckley, Mrs. Townsend, Mr. Olden, Mr. D’Amante and Mrs. 
Spaulding were nominated but declined. The Executive Committee 
will serve as the finance committee. 


Moved, seconded and voted that Mrs. Frizzell and Mrs. Spaulding 
serve with the Executive Committee as a Building Committee. 


_ Mrs. Spaulding requested that she be relieved from the position 
on the Extension Council. Mr. Barrus was nominated and elected by 
one ballot as representative on the Sullivan County Extension Service 
Council. ) 7 


There was discussion about mileage and per-diem allowance. Mrs. 
Townsend stated that this was formerly available but had not been 
used recently. Mr. D’Amante moved, seconded by Mrs. Townsend that 
$200 be made available for delegation and committee meetings. Voted

Mr. Saggiotes, County Treasurer, reported receipt of a second 
check from Federal Revenue Sharing, making a total of approximately 
$92,000. 


Mrs. Frizzell reported general approval of the December in- 
formation meeting between the Delegation and Town Officers, and 
suggested future similar meetings. The sense of the Convention was 
agreeable to this proposal. 


Mr. D’Amante moved adjournment, seconded and voted 3:15 p.m.

MINUTES OF JANUARY 19, 1973 MEETING 


The Sullivan County Convention Finance Committee met at the 
County Court House in: Newport at 2:00 p.m. Friday, January 19, 1973. 
Called to order at 2:15 by Chairman Wiggins. Present also: Mr. Wil- 
liamson, Chairman of the Convention, Mr. Burrows, Vice Chairman, 
Mr. Barrus, Clerk, members Mrs. Townsend, Mr. Olden, Mr. Buckley. 


Mr. Remington Woodhull, Chairman of the County Commission, 
outlined the County budget, requested increased salary for the County 
Commissioners, and introduced Mr. Edward Tenney, County Attorney, 
who described work load of his office, time and expenses, that he fur- 
nishes his own office and equipment, and referred to Mr. Henry Sha- 
heen, Clerk of Courts, who further described the work and expenses of 
the County Attorney. Mr. Tenney submitted a letter from Colonel 
Paul A. Doyon, Director of the N. H. State Police, supporting the re- 
quested salary and related adjustments. 


Mrs. Zella Eastman LaForge described the increased work and 
demands on the Registry of Deeds, requested new equipment, and 
increased salaries of about 5%. 


Mrs. Bernice Sawyer MacWilliams stated there were three times 
as many estates to be recorded in 1972 as in recent years, that she 
had paid $2,400 for extra help out of her own funds, that the Registry 
needed new quarters, and suggested a move to Claremont. 


Mr. Woodhull spoke of the care and supplies needed for the Court 
ey 


House and Records Building. Mr. Shaheen outlined the budget re- 
quests for the Superior Court, and Mr. McCusker, Sheriff, spoke on 
budget requests and increases for the Sheriff's Department. 


Mr. Woodhull described the work of the Public Welfare, the 
services of the County Home, Hospital, and House of Correction, the 
role of old age assistance, aid to dependent children, administrative 
expense, interest, and County Buildings. 


Mr. Ivan Head, County Extension Agent, described his work, re- 
quested a small increase in funds, and spoke of the part which ex- 
pected federal funds will take. 


Mr. Louis Rule and Dr. Ann Spock spoke on the County Mental 
Health Clinic, described the increased case load and mentioned that 
the fiscal year is July 1 to June 30. 


Mr. Arthur Leavitt, Chairman of the County Conservation Dis- 
trict, outlined that budget and noted the request for a County Engi- 
neer. There were questions and discussion; Mr. Guy Wheelock, County 
Conservationist, further described the work and needs of the District. 


Mrs. Roma Spaulding spoke on the County Health and Social Ser- 
vices, and urged that the Services be more coordinated, mentioning 
that some States have these services under one administration. 


Mr. Louis Rule, Probation Officer, stated that the special funding 
for an assistant in the Probation Office will expire, and that a bill is 
in the Legislature to provide funding on a State and local equal share 
basis, that $2,100 is needed to carry on the rest of the year, $11,000 
next year, or $5,500 if the bill passes. 


A special request from Mrs. Charest and Mrs. Ruth Kane of the 
County Homemaker Service for $10,000 County funds was received. 
They described their services and budget of about $40,000 hoping that 
local communities would appropriate about $30,000 @ 25c per capita, 
and expecting about $3,000 in fees. 


Mr. Woodhull spoke on the status of the County Home, Farm and 
House of Correction introducing Mr. Omer Ahern, administrator, who 
further discussed the operation, expansion and budget of these insti- 
tutions. 


The Finance Committee discussed with Mr. Woodhull the altera- 
tion and new construction proposed at the Court House and other 
places, with attention to the possibility of new facilities. Mr. Buckley 
spoke on the need of improvements at the County Jail, and the possi- 
bility of using the Revenue Sharing funds for this purpose, and fur- 
ther discussion included the situation at the Lebanon Regional Airport.

PUBLIC BUDGET HEARING — FEBRUARY 14, 1973 


The Public Hearing on Sullivan County 1973 budget estimates, hay- 
ing been duly called and posted according to law, was held at the Clare- 
mont Library February 14, 1973. 


Present were Chairman Williamson, Representatives Townsend, 
Barrus, Brodeur, Buckley, D’Amante, Rousseau, Olden, Scott, Lewko, 
Saggiotes and Wiggins, including all members of the Finance Commit- 
tee. Present also were County Commissioners, department officials and 
about 30 interested citizens. 


Chairman Williamson called the meeting to order at 7:10 P.M., read 
the budget and revenue estimates, and asked for questions and com- 
ments. All proposed items were discussed individually, including opera- 
tion of the County offices and related services. 


The purchase of a copier for the Registry of Deeds was supported, 
and Rep. Wiggins suggested that rental would be less expensive and 
more reliable. 


Superintendent Ahern described the progress of the new construc- 
tion at the County Home, and the operation of the County Farm and 
House of Correction. 


The proposed employment of a County Environmental Engineer 
and the financing thereof was questioned and discussed at length. The 
need for increased appropriations for the Homemaker Service was ex- 
plained. Rep. Spaulding suggested better coordination needs of the 
County Offices and Courts, and proposed plans for remodeling and 
construction. 


Rep. Saggiotes recommended that the Commissioners be authorized 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


All persons having been heard, Chairman Williamson closed the 
hearing at 9:30 P.M. 


Immediately thereafter Chairman Williamson called the delegation

Rep. Olden moved, Rep. Buckley seconded that the annual meeting 
be held Saturday, March 3, 1:30 P.M. at the Sullivan County Home, 
subject to the convenience of the Superintendent and the invitation 
of the County Commissioners. 


Burrows seconded that the meeting 
adjourn. Voted 9:45 P.M.

It was voted on motion of Mr. Olden, seconded by Mr. Burrows, to 
meet as originally called March 3rd, according to law and posted no- 
tices, but to recess the meeting without taking action on any business, 
until Friday, March 9, 1973 at 1:30 P.M. 


The Sullivan County Convention met at the County Home Sat- 
urday, March 3, 1973 according to the duly called and posted notices. 
Chairman Williamson called the meeting to order at 1:30 P.M. and 
noted that a quorum was not present. Mr. Olden moved, Mr. Brodeur 
seconded that the Convention recess until 1:30 P.M. March 9, 1973. 
Passed by unanimous consent at 1:40 P.M.

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ANNUAL MEETING — MARCH 9, 1973 


The recessed Annual Meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation 
scheduled for March 3, 1978, reconvened at the County Home Friday, 
March 9, 1973 pursuant to the vote of said March 3rd meeting. Follow- 
ing inspection of the facilities, and a bountiful lunch in the Staff Din- 
ing Room the delegates assembled in the recreation room on the sec- 
ond floor of the new garage. 


Answering roll call were Representatives Sara Townsend, George 
Barrus, Mary Roy, Omer Rousseau, Robert Buckley, Robert Brodeur, 
Adolph Burrows, Carmine D’Amante, Alexander Lewko, James Saggi- 
otes, Jesse Scott, Martha Frizzell, Dana Olden, George Wiggins, and 
Stanley Williamson. Absent were Representatives Roma Spaulding and 
John Tucker. 


Chairman Williamson called the convention to order at 1:40 P.M.; 
declared that a quorum was present, and requested Rep. Wiggins, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, to present the budget as recom- 
mended by the committee. 


Upon presentation of the budget it was voted to consider each 
item separately. Mr. Burrows moved, Mr. Brodeur seconded that $45,000 
be the estimated revenue from the County farm and dairy. Passed on 
voice vote. 


Mr. Rousseau moved, Mr. Burrows seconded that $788,810 be the 
estimated revenue from the County Hospital. Passed on voice vote. 


Mr. Buckley moved, Mrs. Townsend seconded that $5,500 be the 
estimated revenue from Superior Court, clerk’s fees, etc. Passed on 
voice vote. 


Mrs. Frizzell moved, Mr. Burrows seconded that the balance of es- 
timated revenue anticipated for the fiscal year 1973 be made up as fol- 
lows:

Vote on the motion to amend — 5 Yes, 10 No. Mr. Saggi- 
otes moved, Mr. Lewko seconded, that the County Attorney salary be 
set at $7,000. Further discussion. Mr. D’Amante moved previous ques- 
tion, Mr. Wiggins seconded. Passed by voice vote. Vote on Saggiotes’ 
amendment — 4 Yes, 10 No, 1 abstention. Main motion passed on 
voice vote. Mrs. Frizzell moved, Mr. Buckley seconded that Chairman 
Williamson appoint a committee of three members to study the office 
of County Attorney, and report findings and recommendations to the 
Finance Committee in time for next year’s annual meeting.

Mr. Wig- 
gins moved, Mr. Burrows seconded that the Chairman appoint one mem- 
ber of the County Delegation to serve on the Board of Directors of 
the Homemaker Service. Passed on voice vote. 


Mr. Buckley moved, Mrs. Frizzell seconded that $2,100 be appro- 
priated as supplementary funds for the Probation Office. Passed on 
voice vote. 


Mrs. Townsend moved, Mr. Olden seconded, that $1,500 be ap- 
propriated for clerical assistance for the Soil Conservation Office. 
Passed on voice vote. 


Mrs. Townsend moved, Mrs. Frizzell seconded, that $17,990 be 
appropriated for the County Environmental Engineer. Mr. Wiggins 
moved, Mr. Saggiotes seconded, an amendment that the Engineer charge 
developers for his services. In discussion it was pointed out that En- 
gineer should work for County, not developers. Mr. Wiggins withdrew 
amendment. Original motion passed by show of hands — 11 Yes, 4 No. 


Mr. Brodeur moved, Mr. Wiggins seconded that $500 be appropri- 
ated for expenses of a Committee chaired by Mrs. Spaulding to study 
the coordination of the various health service programs of the County. 
Passed on voice vote. 


‘Mrs. Roy moved, Mr. Brodeur seconded, that the sum of $7,500 be 
appropriated from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund to study the 
possibility of remodeling the Court House and Jail, and make such im- 
provements as may be voted. After discussion the motion was with- 
drawn.

Mr. Buckley moved, Mrs. Frizzell seconded that a Federal Revenue 
Sharing Money Fund be established in the amount of $92,890.29 as 
received from the Federal Government. Passed on voice vote. 


Mr. Buckley moved, Mrs. Frizzell seconded that the sum of $7,500 
be appropriated from the Federal Revenue Sharing Money Fund for 
the purpose of undertaking a long range study of space and building 
needs of Sullivan County, and that the Sullivan County Building Com- 
mittee be authorized and directed to undertake such surveys as they 
may deem necessary, and to hire such professional engineers, architects 
or other professional people to aid them, and to make report to the 
delegation not later than January 15, 1974. 


Mr. Lewko moved, Mr. Scott seconded an amendment that the 
Building Committee be empowered to authorize such work, repairs and 
construction as is necessary. Discussion. Vote: Yes 4, No 9, Abstaining 
2. Amendment lost. Vote on main motion: Yes 10, No 1, Abstaining 
4, 


Mr. Olden moved, Mrs. Townsend seconded that $6,500 be appro- 
priated for direct fire alarm line to Claremont. 


Mr. Burrows moved, Mr. Rousseau seconded an amendment that 
said sum of $6,500 be taken from the Federal Revenue Sharing Money 
Fund. Passed on voice vote. Main motion as amended passed on voice 
vote. 


Mrs. Roy moved, Mrs. Townsend seconded that $1,000 be appropri- 
ated for the Lebanon Regional Airport, subject to other additional aid 
being received by the Airport. Passed on voice vote. 


Mrs. Frizzell moved, Mrs. Townsend seconded, that the sum of 
$200 be appropriated for the expenses of the County Delegation, al- 
lowing $3 per diem compensation and 10c per mile travel allowance. 
Discussion. Passed by show of hands: 11 Yes, 2 No, 2 abstentions. 


Mr. Wiggins moved, Mr. Buckley seconded that the County Com- 
missioners and Treasurer be authorized to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. Passed on voice vote. 


There was further discussion concerning the use of Federal Rev- 
enue Sharing Funds. It was decided that the Delegation should have 
definite information regarding permitted usage and time limits re- 
quired. Voted to authorize Mr. Buckley to investigate these questions 
and report at later date to recessed meeting. 


Mr. Buckley moved, Mr. Brodeur seconded that the meeting be 
further recessed until Wednesday, April 4, 1973 at the State House, one- 
half hour after adjournment. Passed on voice vote.

RECESSED ANNUAL MEETING — APRIL 4, 1973 


The Sullivan County Delegation met at the State House in Con- 
cord, Wednesday noon, April 4, 1973 according to the vote taken at 
the Annual Meeting of March 9, 1973 at the County Home. 


A quorum was present, also the County Commissioners, Mr. Wood- 
hull, Mr. Bascom and Mr. Webster. Chairman Williamson called the 
meeting to order at 12:05. 


Mrs. Townsend moved, Mrs. Roy seconded, that the Delegation 
reconsider the appropriation voted at the March 9th meeting for gen- 
eral government, particularly the item for salary of County Commis- 
sioners. Discussion. Motion lost by vote of 4 Yes, 8 No. 


Chairman Williamson requested Mr. Buckley report on his inves- 
tigation of regulations and recommendations regarding the use of Fed- 
eral Revenue Fund received by the County. 


Mr. Buckley reported that said funds must be appropriated and 
allocated for specific eligible projects within 24 months from date of 
receipt, and recommended that of the approximately $92,800 presently 
received, $50,000 be spent, and the balance retained in the fund for 
future appropriation; that funds already appropriated are $7,500 for 
study of the County Building needs, and $6,500 for the installation of 
the County Home fire alarm system. 


Mr. Tucker moved, Mr. Buckley seconded that the sum of $36,000 
be applied to offset the increased operating and maintenance expenses 
of the health services at the County Hospital for the fiscal year 1973. 
Discussion. Passed by unanimous vote. 


Mr. Woodhull reported an offer of $7,500 for approximately 24 
acres of land belonging to the County, known as the Reed Property, 
situated in Unity. Explanation and discussion followed. 


Mr. Wiggins moved, Mr. Brodeur seconded, that the Delegation re- 
scind the vote of the previous year by which the property was placed 
on sale at $8,000, and that we do not sell the property at this time. 
Passed by unanimous vote. 


Mr. Buckley moved, Mr. Olden seconded, that the Delegation recon- 
wats AG 


sider the action of March 9th by which it was voted that the Superior 
Court income show fees estimated to be $5,500. Passed without oppo- 
sition. Mr. Buckley explained that the accounting system of the Superior 
Court was not set up to show the fees in this manner. 


Mr. Buckley moved, Mr. Olden seconded that the budget of the 
Superior Court be altered by reducing the estimated income and ex- 
penses by $5,500 to return said budget to the accounting system of pre- 
vious years. Passed by unanimous vote. 


Mr. Buckley moved, Mr. Olden seconded that we request a study 
by the County Commissioners and the Delegation to determine a way 
by which said income and expenses may be reported and accounted in 
the budget. Passed by unanimous vote. 


Mr. Barrus, Clerk, read the minutes of the previous meetings of 
January 10th organization meeting, February 14 Public Budget Hearing, 
Annual Meeting of March 3rd, recessed to March 9th, and actions taken. 
Mrs. Frizzell moved, Mr. Wiggins seconded the minutes be accepted 
and approved as read. Passed on voice vote. 


Mrs. Townsend. moved, Mr. Buckley seconded that the meeting be 
recessed to reconvene at the call of the Chairman. Passed on voice 
vote, 12:45 P.M.

BUILDING COMMITTEE MEETING — JULY 6, 1973 


Pursuant to a request from the Sullivan County Commissioners 
dated July 3, 1973 the Building Committee of the Sullivan County Dele- 
gation met at the County Home 5:00 P.M., July 6, 1973. Present were 
County Commissioners Woodhull, Bascom and Webster; Superintendent 
and Mrs. Ahern; members Wiggins, Townsend, Spaulding, Olden, Bur- 
rows and Barrus. — 


Mr. Woodhull welcomed those attending; suggested that 3 or 4 
meetings a year would be valuable to keep up with the County pro- 
-gram and needs, and invited all to a buffet dinner in the Staff Dining 
Room. After a generous and excellently prepared meal, the Committee 
returned to the Conference Room; elected Mr. Wiggins as acting chair- 
man, and heard a report from Mr. Woodhull regarding replacement of 
the storage building destroyed by fire. There is insurance on building 
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and contents of approximately $49,753. Farm machinery already pur- 
chased amounts to $17,000, the bid for constructing the storage shed 
is $7,015, the estimated cost of a new young stock barn in $23,000, 
grading, water and other incidental work will amount to at least $1,500, 
and the estimate will total about $50,000. Mr. Burrows moved, Mrs. 
Townsend seconded that the Committee approve the report, bids and 
estimates of the County Commissioners, and recommend adoption by 
the full delegation. Passed by unanimous vote. 


Mr. Ahern reported that the new fire alarm system had been in- 
stalled, and already tested 3 times, once by an over-sensitive door-closing 
system, and once by lightning, and that the response was immediate. 


The Committee then examined the County Home Laundry, and dis- 
cussed changes and improvements that will be necessary due to the 
third floor addition and federal health and safety regulations. 


Mr. Olden moved, Mrs. Townsend seconded, that the Committee 
recommend to the County Delegation that the boiler be replaced in 
the laundry, together with such renovations, ventilation, and special 
systems as may be required to serve the increased volume and meet 
state and federal requirements, and that the cost thereof be met by 
use of Federal Revenue Sharing funds. Passed by unanimous vote.

SPECIAL MEETING — JULY 17, 1973 


The Sullivan County Delegation met at the County Offices in 
Claremont Tuesday, July 17, 1973 at 7:30 P.M. pursuant to the call of 
the chairman according to the vote of the recessed meeting of April 
4, 1973. 


Chairman Williamson called the meeting to order at 7:40 and re- 
quested the clerk to call the roll. Present were members: Barrus, 
Buckley, Spaulding, Brodeur, Burrows, Lewko, Scott, Frizzell, Olden, 
Wiggins, Williamson. Also present were County Commissioners Wood- 
hull, Bascom and Webster, and Mr. T. Lewis of Fleck and Lewis, 
architects. A quorum being present, the chairman called for the read- 
ing of the minutes. The clerk distributed copies of the minutes and 
report of the Building Committee meeting of July 6, 1973. There were 
no questions and the chairman declared the report accepted and the 
minutes approved. 


Mr. Woodhull reported on the necessity of enlarging and altering 
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the County Home Laundry to comply with health laws, and to accommo- 
date the increased use due to the additional floor. He introduced Mr. 
Lewis who showed plans and outlined the installation which included 
a new boiler, ventilation and other facilities. There were questions and 
discussion as to whether adequate plans were not made at the time 
the addition was voted, and whether the present plans would be suf- 
ficient for future growth. It was pointed out that present boiler has not 
functioned well, that laundry volume is already high, that it is not 
efficient to send it out commercially, that ventilating and handling re- 
quirements have changed, and that the plans as presented should take 
care of needs for the foreseeable future. 


Mr. Buckley moved, Mr. Wiggins seconded, that the County Com- 
missioners be authorized to enter into such negotiations and bids as 
may be necessary to provide for laundry facilities according to the 
plans presented. Passed by unanimous vote. 


Mr. Buckley moved, Mr. Wiggins seconded, that the delegation 
appropriate and authorize the use cf $70,550 Federal Revenue Sharing 
Funds for the laundry project as voted. Passed by unanimous vote. 


Mr. Wiggins moved, Mr. Lewko seconded, that the report of the 
Building Committee regarding the replacement of the storage shed 
destroyed by fire be approved, and that the bids and estimates for 
building and equipment as presented by the County Commissioners be 
authorized to be paid from insurance received of approximately $49,753 
which is hereby appropriated. Passed by unanimous vote. 


Chairman Williamson reported that Mrs. Roy had been appointed 
deiegate to the Homemaker Service, and that Mr. Olden had been ap- 
pointed to the County Environmental Engineer Review Board. 


Chairman Williamson reaffirmed that the Building Committee is 
also the Building Study Committee. 


Mr. Lewko moved, Mr. Wiggins seconded that the meeting be re- 
cessed to convene at the call of the chairman. Voted without opposition.

BUILDING COMMITTEE — JULY 17, 1973 
The Sullivan County Convention Building Committee comprising 
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the executive committee, and specially elected members Mrs. Frizzell 
and Mrs. Spaulding, met by call of Chairman Frizzell at the Claremont 
County Offices July 17, 1973. The following members were present: 
Representatives Frizzell, Spaulding, Wiggins, Buckley, Burrows, Wil- 
liamson, Olden, and Barrus. 


The chairman called the meeting to order at 9:00 P.M. and out- 
lined the needs of the County for additional space and facilities; spe- 
cifically the Court House, Hall of Records, and House of Correction. 
The possibility of a survey by a consultant was discussed. The diffi- 
culties of setting up a separate jail in regard to food and laundry fa- 
cilities were compared to the desirability of having the location com- 
bined with Claremont and near to the Courthouse. Mr. Buckley sug- 
gested a new Courthouse was needed and suggested possible locations. 


Mr. Woodhull reported surveys and estimates that the Court House 
and Records Buildings could be enlarged and altered to provide more 
space for $45,000, and than an entire new Court House would be too 
expensive. 


In order to study the situation more thoroughly, Chairman Frizzell 
appointed committees as follows: Court House: Mr. Buckley, Mr. Bur- 
rows, Mr. Wiggins; Records and Probate Court: Mr. Williamson, Mr. 
Lewko, Mr. Scott; Offices and Services: Mrs. Spaulding, Mrs. Roy; House 
of Correction: Mr. Olden, Mrs. Townsend. 


It was agreed that Chairman Frizzell would be a member ex-officio 
of all the aforementioned committees, and that the committees would 
report on Sept. 5, 1973 at 7:30 P.M. 


Voted to adjourn to that date, or upon call of the chairman. Ad- 
journed 10:10 P.M.

SPECIAL MEETING — OCTOBER 30, 1973 


The Sullivan County Delegation reconvened from the recessed 
meeting of July 17, 1973 in the Claremont offices of the County Com- 
mission at 7:30 P.M. Tuesday, October 30, 1973. 


Present were Representatives Townsend, Barrus, Roy, Rousseau, 
Spaulding, Burrows, Lewko, Scott, Frizzell, Olden, Wiggins and Wil- 
liamson. Also County Commissioners Woodhull and Bascom, Supt. and 
Mrs. Ahern, and Mr. Lewis of Fleck & Lewis, architects. 


Chairman Williamson called the meeting to order at 7:40, and stat- 
ed that a quorum was present, following roll call by the clerk. Minutes 
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of the July 17th meeting were read and accepted. 


Mr. Woodhull read the bids for the County Home laundry recon- 
struction. Mr. Wiggins moved, Mrs. Townsend seconded that $10,000 
be appropriated from federal revenue sharing funds to complete the 
rebuilding of the laundry facilities. Voted, after discussion: Yes 11, 
No 0. 


Mrs. Townsend suggested someone might confer with the delega- 
tion about the work of the courts. Mr. Woodhull stated that probation 
officer Potter would be well qualified. Mrs. Frizzell agreed, said town 
officials should be invited. Mr. Williamson said the building committee 
on the Court House and House of Correction was not quite ready yet. 


Mrs. Spaulding raised the question of County Home rates. Supt. 
Ahern said the state official rate advanced from $13 per day to $16 per 
day July 1st, but not all cases had been put into effect. Federal require- 
ments also were discussed. Chairman Williamson asked Mrs. Spaulding 
to discuss the matter with Mr. Hooker of the State Welfare Dept. 


Mr. Woodhull reported that requests for reduction of taxes assessed 
by town of Unity, and protests of 1971 and 1972 assessments resulted 
in a tax bill of about $8,700, nearly $5,000 less than last year. 


Mr. Ahern reported that the new storage shed about 100 feet long 
had been built of economical pole construction. Also, the new pig barn 
was designed for easier cleaning by machinery to save labor. Mr. Wood- 
hull added that a new sap house, new barn, and new shed also had 
been built since 1970. With the large County Home addition, new rec- 
reation building and sewage system the whole institution was in good 
condition. 


Mr. Woodhull reported that the recent fire had destroyed the 
tractor and shed, that $12,000 was needed for replacement, and that 
there was $30,000 insurance on shed and $5,000 on contents. Mrs. Friz- 
zell inquired if the meeting could appropriate money if it was not stated 
in the call and agenda. Mr. Williamson stated that the Executive Com- 
mittee was authorized to act in an emergency. Members of the Executive 
Committee indicated approval and it was voted that the insurance be 
appropriated for replacement of the machinery and shed. 


Voted to recess 8:30 P.M., subject to the call of the Chairman.

Pursuant to the vote of the recessed meeting of October 30, 1973 
ie 


the Sullivan County Convention met upon call of the Chairman at the 
County Home for an information meeting November 14, 1973 at 7:00 
P.M. 


Present were: Representatives Townsend, Barrus, Roy, Rousseau, 
Spaulding, Brodeur, Lewko, Scott, Frizzell, Williamson; County Com- 
missioners Woodhull, Webster, Bascom; Supt. and Mrs. Ahern. Rep. 
Townsend introduced Probation Officer William Potter, Prof. Michael 
Duprey, and Attorney Albert Leahy. 


Mr. Potter spoke of the needs of the correction department, cited 
a survey made by Prof. Duprey, and noted that County Commissioners 
since 1938 had recommended that the jail should be removed from the 
County Home for the following reasons: 1. Facilities not modern nor 
up to state and national standards. 2. Most inmates were from larger 
towns, Claremont and Newport. 3. Not secure, escapes are a danger to 
County Home and communities. 4. Disturbance of patients and nurses 
at County Home due to noise, worry, fear; danger from drugs, fire 
and safety. Supt. Ahern read a letter from the County Home nursing 
staff expressing concern for peace of mind and welfare of patients. 


Prof. Duprey reported that he had visited every jail and house of 
correction in the state, that his survey showed Sullivan County program 
and personnel among the best and most progressive, but that facilities 
were limited. Mr. Leahy mentioned need of trained staff, and a train- 
ing program for guards. Mr. Potter said some Crime Commission funds 
might be available. Prof. Duprey noted that there had been many na- 
tion-wide studies, that present emphasis was stronger on rehabilitation, 
training and education. 


Mrs. Townsend inquired about the best location for the House of 
Correction. Mr. Potter felt it should not be in the same area as the 
County Home; should depend on where land is available, near to courts 
to save transportation; should include house of correction, jail, sher- 
iff’s department, and police facilities, with separate entrances. Prof. 
Duprey suggested that a secure institution could be near enough to the 
County Home and Farm to allow inmates to work there; that the help 
was needed and good therapy for workers. 


It was pointed out by Mrs. Frizzell that a location between Clare- 
mont and Newport had been mentioned, but not sufficient information 
was yet available as to place or possibility of cooperation with those 
towns. 


Mr. Williamson inquired if there were other complexes which in- 
cluded more facilities such as court houses. Mr. Potter replied that 
Rockingham and Hillsboro Counties had larger combinations, but for 
Sullivan County the Court House was really a separate question; that 
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if the jail was with the Court House it would be difficult for the in- 
mates to go to work. Mr. Williamson pointed out that one administra- 
tive facility would save rent, travel and other costs, and that study was 
needed with other communities for cooperation. Mr. Leahy added that 
we needed juvenile care also, and this was becoming a large problem. 
Mr. Potter offered to help on the next phase, and Mr. Williamson sug- 
gested all members of the delegation study the question and bring in 
ideas at the next meeting. 


Voted to recess the meeting subject to the call of the Chairman and 
building committee report.

To The Citizens of Sullivan County: 


In accordance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, the 
Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith submit their annual 
report for the year 1973. 


Sullivan County has had a year of continuous progress with re- 
spect to the services provided and facility expansion. The services 
were provided within the budget, as approved by the Delegation, and 
a surplus remained at the end of the year. 


The third floor addition to the hospital was completed, plus new 
furnishings. We now can provide services for 194 of our elderly 
citizens. 


We hope to have our laundry expansion and sewage plant ex- 
pansion, which are underway, completed in the spring of 1974. 


Two fires of undetermined origin destroyed our piggery and 
shop buildings. These two buildings are being replaced by a new loose 
cattle barn, an equipment shed, a carpenter shop, and a machine 
workshop. These additional buildings will be more modern and tend 
to give better control by management. 


Each year county services to the citizens of our county grow, and 
will continue growing, because of the “grass root approach” now being 
fostered by our State and Federal Government. 


The Commissioners wish to extend our sincerest thanks and ap- 
preciation to all county officials, delegation members, employees and 
staff. A special thanks to our Superintendent and Matron, who have 
assisted us in making 1973 a successful year. 


Our appreciation is also extended to many private citizens and 
organizations, who have contributed to the comfort of the patients in 
the county hospital. We hope more citizens of Sullivan County will 
accept our invitation to visit the institution at any time.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


We are pleased to submit our annual report and note the progress 
at the county institution in 1973. 


The Nursing Hospital has remained full to capacity — the third 
floor addition was completed in October making it possible to accom- 
modate and serve forty-two (42) more residents in need of nursing 
services. Many thanks have been extended to us from residents for 
being allowed to come to the County Hospital. Let us hope that the 
county facitity can continue to meet the health needs of the commu- 
nities for many years. 


During the past year the facility was recognized as a licensed 
state intermediate care nursing home meeting the federal require- 
ments for the care of skilled nursing home patients. 


The laundry addition is presently under construction and should 
be completed in April — this will be a real improvement in caring for 
our hospital linens. 

We had the misfortune of losing two very useful buildings by fire 
resulting in the heavy loss of livestock and equipment. It became nec- 
essary to construct a building for equipment storage and erecting a 
building for housing the young cattle. We have also renovated the 
old boiler room to serve as a carpenter shop. These have been very 
practical replacements. The farm tractor and related equipment have 
been replaced with the latest up to date implements — a needed im- 
provement for our farm operations — enabling us to cut labor costs. 

The farm produced an abundance of fresh vegetables for daily 
use and winter storage. Fresh vegetables are always very much 
enjoyed. 

The house of correction and jail located in the basement of the 
Sanders building has presented us with many problems — we have 
had a number of serious escapes — fortunately no one was seriously 
hurt. This facility is very obsolete and never was designed for max- 
imum security. Every effort should be made to find a replacement for 
confining men to be held for court and serving time. The rehabili- 
tation programs conducted within our house of correction have proved 
worthwhile — we believe they should continue to expand. 

As we look back through the years and see the many changes at 
the institution we must compliment the County Commissioners and 
members of the County Delegation for their foresight and diligence in 
studying the health requirements of the County and taking construc- 
tive action to meet that need. 

We would like to take this opportunity to thank our County Com- 
missioners for their gracious efforts in working with us and express 
our thanks and appreciation to Dr. Carl Stearns, chief of staff, and 
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his medical consultants, Mrs. Lucile Waldo, Director of Nursing Ser- 
vices and her fine staff, our supervisors for their fine cooperation, 
and all the members of our staff. Our thanks are also extended to 
our chaplains, Fr. Hector LaMontagne, and the Rev. Alvan Barrus for 
their spiritual guidance and assistance; to Sheriff John McCusker 
and his department for their response and cooperation, and to the 
Unity and Claremont Fire Departments, always ready in our time of 
need. 

The volunteers have continued to render a service of immense 
value to the residents of the hospital. It would be impossible to men- 
tion them all by name. They have given many hours of their time and 
it is greatly appreciated. The clubs, organizations, etc. have been very 
generous and it is difficult to find the right words to express our 
thanks for all they have done. We are grateful and thankful to each 
and everyone. All of these people in Sullivan County have contributed 
to make this a very fine facility.

To the Commissioners of Sullivan County: 


In October, 1973 the third floor of the Stearns building was com- 
pleted, adding 42 more beds and increasing our capacity to 194 beds. 
All of these beds are now filled and our fine nursing staff has taken 
over these extra patients with amazing efficiency. Our new nurses and 
nurse aides are greatly impressed with the care our patients get — 
a tribute of Mrs. Waldo, our Director of Nursing Services and her 
staff. Our activity consultant, Ms. Lazaneo, has done a wonderful job 
reorganizing her department and the residents enjoy the many activ- 
ities. The physical therapy department under the able direction of 
Mrs. McComas is doing a fine job with the residents with good results. 


During 1973 we had 86 admissions and 46 discharges, (including 
41 deaths. 


We now have a laboratory room on the third floor which we hope 
will be equipped in the near future to perform various blood tests 
under the direction of Mrs. Betty Brenner, the chief Lab Technician 
of the Claremont General Hospital. 


Once again, I wish to thank Dr. Robert Maxfield, our surgical 
consultant, and Dr. Alberto Miyara, Medical Consultant, and Dr. Mario 
Alvarez, Cardiologist. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my deep appreciation to the Coun- 
ty Commissioners for their continued courtesy and kindness, and to 
Omer and Rosa Ahern, our Hospital Administrator and Matron. It 
has been-a joy and privilege to be associated with all of you in this 
work which is a labor of love to all of us who are connected with this 
outstanding institution, which is dedicated to make lives happier for 
so many wonderful people who need our care.

To the Commissioners of Sullivan County: 


During the second half of the past year the Sullivan County 
Mental Health Clinic became fully staffed to implement the additional 
community mental health programs required by the New Hampshire 
Division of Mental Health. 


Several community resource projects are well underway such as: 
1) the recruitment and supervision of volunteers for the companion- 
ship program to provide needed contacts and services for both adult 
and child patients; 2) a constantly increasing after-care service to ex- 
patients from New Hampshire Hospital and other mental institutions. 
This service includes weekly planning with New Hampshire Hospital 
for the discharge of current in-patients, home visits to the patients 
after their return to the community, and on-going supervision of 
medication and other services needed for them to be maintained in 
the community, and 3) active participation in planning with other 
agencies for a County Social Welfare Council. 


The Clinic staff has initiated regularly scheduled school consulta- 
tions with eighteen (18) schools in the County. They have also elim- 
inated the large backlog of patients previously on the waiting list 
for treatment. Unfortunately, however, during the past six months 
the number of new monthly referrals to the Clinic has increased by 
fifty (50%) percent over the previous year, and the requests for 
services are again reaching proportions beyond the capacity of our 
present staff.

REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY 
December 21, 1973

Gentlemen: 


The following is my report to you as Sullivan County Attorney as 
required by the New Hampshire Statutes Annotated as concerns the 
matters handled by this office during 1973. 


We, again, had an increase in felonies and appeals during 1973 and 
during the September 1973 Term of Superior Court, fifty-four indict- 
ments were returned by the Grand Jury, I understand this was a record 
number for this county. 


During the period between the closing of the February 1973 Term 
of Superior Court and the opening of the fall term in September, we 
had three special sessions, in Concord, Manchester and Newport. Dur- 
ing that time, I believe, there were twenty-two felonies disposed of 
and, therefore, had it not been for the three special sessions, we would 
have had seventy-six indictments rather than fifty-four, many of these 
offenses were drug related. 


As has been the experience in the past two years, we seem to have 
an increase each year in the number of reciprocal support matters filed 
through this office and on the opposite side, this office is called upon 
to prosecute reciprocal matters filed in other states more frequently 
each year. 


I have been called upon to prosecute in the District Courts of Clare- 
mont and Newport, not only on probable cause matters, but also rou- 
tine traffic matters such as DWI, reckless operation and other motor ve- 
hicle offenses. In some instances, appeals are taken and the entire 
matter is tried again in the Superior Court. 


Of late, my services have been requested more frequently in Su- 
perior Court on hearings on motions to suppress evidence which op- 
posing counsel claim has been obtained illegally. 


With the introduction of the new criminal code which became ef- 
fective November 1, 1973, I have every reason to believe more cases 
will be tried and in all probability, appealed to the Supreme Court for 
its rulings on our new laws.

It is interesting to note that in 1971, I devoted approximately five 
hundred hours to the Office of County Attorney, this increased to over 
six hundred in 1972 and in 1973 I have devoted over seven hundred 
hours to the position, thus, it appears the Office of County Attorney 
has required approximately one hundred hours more each year since 
I have been the County Attorney, and this being the case, we all must 
agree that crime, as such, is on the increase in our county. I would be 
remiss in my duties if I did not say that one of our large problems is 
the use of drugs and lately, the sale of such. It is indeed unfortunate 
that these drugs are available to anyone with the money to purchase 
same, even our children under the age of sixteen. 


Again, in 1973 I have enjoyed the full cooperation of all law en- 
forcement officers as well as county officials.
